Executive  Office,  Iowa,  Oct.  10th,  1861. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Kynett— Dear  Sir : — I  have  observed  with  pleasure  that  at  va¬ 
rious  points  in  this  State  voluntary  associations  are  being  organized  with  a 
view  to  provide  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  with  articles  essential  to  their 
comfort  and  not  furnished  by  the  Government,  while  in  hospitals.  In  order 
to  encourage  the  formation  of  such  societies  and  make  them  efficient,  I  re¬ 
quest  that  you  will  form  such  societies  in  the  various  communities  in  the 
State,  and  perfect  a  system  'by  which  contributions  thus  made  will  reach 
those  of  our  citizen  soldiers  who  may  be  in  need.  I  desire  that  societies 
already  formed,  and  hereafter  organized,  will  co-operate  with  you  in  your 
mission.  Hoping  your  efforts  may  be  successful,

Upon  a  little  reflection  and  consultation  with  friends  interested  in  the  ob¬ 
ject  contemplated,  I  became  satisfied  that  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done 
would  require  the  influence  and  co-operation  of  prominent  citizens  in  the 
various  parts  of  the  State.  I  accordingly  recommended  that  a  State  Sani¬ 
tary  Commission  be  constituted,  somewhat  similar  to  the  United  States  San¬ 
itary  Commission,  and  with  a  view  of  making  it  ultimately  auxiliary  thereto  ; 
and  as  it  would  necessarily  involve  much  loss  of  time  and  expenditure  of 
money  to  call  citizens  from  various  points  together  for  the  purpose  of  effect¬ 
ing  such  organization,  and  as  both  the  U.  S.  and  Western  Sanitary  Commis¬ 
sions  had  been  created  by  appointment,  the  one  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
the  other  by  General  Fremont,  I  recommended  that  the  Governor  appoint 
such  Commission,  at  the  same  time  submitting  a  list  of  names.  Upon  this 
suggestion  the  Governor  was  pleased  to  act,  and  on  the  13th  of  October  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Commission  as  follows  :

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REPORT 

OF  THE  “  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY  AND  GENERAL  AGENT  ”  OF  THE  IOWA 

SANITARY  COMMISSION. 

« 

To  His  Excellency  Samuel  J.  Kirkwood,  Governor  of  Iowa : 

Governor: — Having  been  requested  by  your  Excellency  to  “form  Sani¬ 
tary  Societies  in  the  various  communities  in  the  State,  and  perfect  a  system 
by  which  contributions  thus  made  will  reach  those  of  our  citizen  soldiers 
who  may  be  in  need,”  and  soon  after,  that  I  might  be  the  more  successful  in 
this  work,  appointed  “  Corresponding  Secretary  and  ’General  Agent  ”  of  the 
Iowa  Sanitary  Commission,  I  deem  it  proper  to  present  to  you  a  full  report  of 
my  proceedings  under  the  authority  thus  conferred. 

The  circumstances  under  which  I  entered  upon  the  duties  assigned  me, 
were,  briefly,  as  follows  : 

The  United  States  Sanitary  Commission  had  been  constituted  by  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Sur¬ 
geon  General  of  the  United  States,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1861. 

The  Western  Sanitary  Commission  was  constituted  by  appointment  of  Ma¬ 
jor  General  Fremont,  “  with  a  view  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  volun¬ 
teer  troops  in  and  near  the  city  of  St.  Louis,”  Sept.  5th,  1861.  Its  powers 
were  enlarged  and  its  field  of  labor  extended  u  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  Dec.  16th,  1862.” 

In  the  fall  of  1861,  the  cry  of  destitution,  want  and  suffering  came  from 
the  hospitals  and  camps  of  our  numerous  and  widely  scattered  army,  upon 
the  ears  of  all  the  people.  The  utmost  exertions  of  the  Government  proved 
inadequate  to  meet  the  ever  varying  and  ever  increasing  wants  of  so  many 
thousands  brought  so  suddenly  and  so  unexpectedly  into  the  military  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  country.  The  hearts  and  hands  of  the  patriotic  women  of  our 
country  were  everywhere  ready  and  anxious  to  meet  the  public  demand  upon 
their  sympathies  and  labors.  Volunteer  “  Aid  Societies  ”  sprang  up  every¬ 
where  where  military  camps  and  hospitals  were  established.  But  as  the 
army  increased  and  moved  to  the  field,  new  and  large  necessities  were  de¬ 
veloped.  It  became  manifest  that  the  systematic  and  constant  co-operation 
and  labor  of  all  the  people  would  be  necessary.  How  should  all  be  enlisted 
in  this  noble  and  immense  charity?  How  should  their  efforts  be  united  and 
wisely  and  safely  directed  ?  How  should  actual  existing  necessities  be  ascer¬ 
tained  and  made  known,  and  returning  relief  be  equitably  distributed  ?  By 
what  means  could  the  large  number  of  sick  and  wounded  be  restored  and 
the  health  of  the  whole  army  be  conserved  ?  These  and  kindred  questions 
were  everywhere  thrusting  themselves  upon  the  public  mind,  and  must  find  r 
solution. 
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The  United  States  Sanitary  Commission  had  evidently  anticipated  many  of 
these  momentous  questions  to  a  -wonderful  extent ;  but  with  the  limited 
means  and  resources  with  which  they  began  their  labors,  they  could  not,  at 
once,  cover  the  whole  field,  and  their  attention  was  for  the  first  few  months 
directed  chiefly  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  The  Western  Sanitary  Com, 
mission,  for  the  first  year  and  more  of  its  existence,  confined  its  labors  to 
the  field  to  which  it  had  been  specifically  assigned,  “  in  and  near  the  city  of 
St.  Louis,”  doing  there  its  work  nobly  and  well.  But  by  neither,  nor  both 
of  these  together,  was  the  whole  Western  Army  amply  provided  for,  or  the 
active  efforts  of  the  ladies  and  people  of  the  North-Western  States  largely 
enlisted. 

In  our  own  State  but  little  had  been  done,  and  that  little  by  local  Aid  So¬ 
cieties  organized  at  points  where  military  camps  had  been  established  for  the 
formation  of  new  regiments,  and  was  chiefly  if  not  wholly  in  their  behalf. 
Being  occupied  with  the  supply  of  the  camps  and  regimental  hospitals  in 
their  several  localities,  there  was  no  bond  of  unity  among  them,  or  concert 
of  action  looking  toward  the  supply  of  the  large  and  more  pressing  necessi¬ 
ties  that  were  being  developed  as  our  armies  were  moving  to  the  field.  No 
effort  had  been  made  to  secure  the  organization  and  co-operation  of  ad¬ 
ditional  Societies  in  other  localities,  which  included  much  the  larger  portion 
of  the  State.  Indeed,  no  State  organization,  on  which  would  devolve  these 
important  duties,  other  than  the  one  appointed  by  yourself,  has  ever  existed 
in  Iowa  until  within  the  last  three  months. 

Under  these  circumstances,  you  and  the  people  of  the  State  had  an  un¬ 
doubted  right  to  look  to  us  for  the  work  of  organizing  new  i:  Societies  in  the 
various  communities  in  the  State  ”  and  perfecting  “  a  system  by  which  con¬ 
tributions  thus  made  will  reach  those  of  our  citizen  soldiers  who  may  be  in 
need.”  To  the  work  thus  assigned  me,  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  Iowa 
Sanitary  Commission,  I  have  diligently  applied  myself,  and  am  happy  to 
know  that  the  substantial  relief  of  thousands  who  have  suffered  from  sick¬ 
ness  and  wounds  in  our  common  cause  has  been  the  gratifying  result. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  AID  SOCIETIES. 

Immediately  on  being  charged  with  the  duties  assigned  me,  I  proceeded  to 
organize  a  number  of  Societies,  and  on  the  25th  of  October  issued  in  circu¬ 
lar  form  an  “Appeal  to  the  women  of  Iowa  in  behalf  of  our  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers,”  accompanied  with  a  form  of  constitution  for  local  Soci¬ 
eties,  and  earnestly  recommending  that  such  organizations  be  effected  in 
every  town,  village  and  neighborhood  throughout  the  State,  and  asking  that 
a  report  of  such  organizations,  when  effected,  be  forwarded  to  our  Secretary. 

In  response  to  this  call  the  following  Societies  have  subsequently  reported 
their  organization  and  have  forwarded  and  reported  to  our  office  the  number 
of  boxes,  &c.,  appended  to  each  respectively,  together  with  a  list,  in  most 
cases,  of  the  contents  thereof,  as  we  have  requested  in  our  circulars.*

Immense  quantities  of  bandages,  lint  and  rags,  pin  cushions,  needle  books 
and  small  notions,  reading  matter,  papers,  magazines,  &c.,  &c*. 

From  the  time  of  our  organization  to  June  1st,  1862,  the  number  of  Soci¬ 
eties  organized  and  reported  to  us  was  143,  and  the  total  number  of  boxes, 
&c.,  received  and  forwarded  by  our  shipping  agents  was  about  300,  of  which 
number  258  were  duly  reported  to  our  Secretary.  The  agents  charged  with 
the  duty  of  receiving  and  forwarding  our  goods  are,  with  a  single  exception, 
Forwarding  and  Commission  merchants,  and  all  have  attended  to  their  duties 
carefully  and  without  charge.  Though  all  have  taken  and  preserved  re¬ 
ceipts,  they  have  not  all  kept  them  filed  separately  from  others,  and  are  not 
therefore  all  able  to  furnish  an  account  of  receipts  and  shipments  witnout 
greater  labor  than  the  object  will  justify.  Those  who  have  kept  accounts 
and  have  reported  to  me,  have  been  unable,  in  most  cases,  to  tell  where  the 
goods  came  from,  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the  Societies  sending  them  to  ob¬ 
serve  our  directions  and  11  mark^  on  each  box  the  number  thereof  and  the 
name  of  the  Society  sending  it 

The  reports  of  Mr.  Lunt,  of  Clinton,  and  of  Mr.  Prettyman,  of  Davenport 
are  hereto  appended.  (See  Appendix,  A.  and  B.)  In  the  ffirst,  where  the 
Society  donating  is  not  known,  the  R.  R.  station  where  the  goods  had  been 
shipped  is  credited.  In  the  second,  becaus*  of  the  difficulty  above  named, 
accounts  of  shipments  alone  is  reported.  Besides  the  shipments  here  re¬ 
ported  by  Mr.  Prettyman,  we  sent  from  Davenport,  in  care  of  Col.  J.  C.  Todd, 
at  one  time,  goods  as  shown  in  the  following  receipt,  to-wit;

*  The  Chicago  Sanitary  Commission  have  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  1,270  packages,  being 
651,  or  more  than  one-half  in  excess  of  those  reported  to  us.  See  Appendix  D. 
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Other  shipments  have  been  made  to  Keokuk,  and  the  agent  at  that  point 
has  been  authorized  to  use  whatever  might  come  in  for  the  Commission  at 
that  point,  but  no  other  report  of  receipts  at  Keokuk  has  come  into  my  hands. 

Nearly  all  the  goods  received  by  our  agent  at  Burlington  were  shipped  to 
the  Western  Sanitary  Commission,  St.  Louis,  in  whose  generous  and  judicious 
disbursements  our  Iowa  soldiers  have  largely  shared.  Most  of  the  goods  re¬ 
ceived  at  Dubuque,  where  the  quantity  was  very  large,  and  at  McGregor, 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Chicago  Branch  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commis¬ 
sion.  Though  we  have  no  detailed  report  of  receipts  and  shipments  from 
any  of  these  points,  we  are  perfectly  assured  that  no  goods  entrusted  to  our 
agents  have  been  either  lost  or  misapplied. 

In  August  last,  believing  it  would  further  our  objects  to  have  the  work  ia 
the  northern  part  of  the  State  under  the  direction  of  citizens  of  their  prin¬ 
cipal  city,  I  requested  the  ladies  of  the  Aid  Society  at  Dubuque  to  nominate 
a  Vice  President,  Assistant  Secretary  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  who  should 
sustain  the  relations  indicated  to  the  State  Commission,  and  supervise  the 
work  west  and  north  of  Dubuque.  Upon  the  nominations  made  of  Mrs.  P. 
H.  Conger,  Mrs.  J.  Clement  and  Mrs.  S.  Root,  for  the  above  named  positions 
severally,  you  were  pleased  to  act,  making  the  appointments.  During  tha 
brief  time  following  their  appointment,  they  have  labored  faithfully  and  ef- 
fectively  in  the  duties  assigned  them,  as  they  had  always  done  in  the  general 
work.  The  Assistant  Secretary  has  furnished  me  with  a  full  report  of  the 
work  of  the  Dubuque  Society  and  of  goods  received  and  forwarded  by  them. 
(See  Appendix,  C.) 


Besides  the  contributions  made  by  the  several  Aid  Societies,  we  have  pur¬ 
chased,  as  you  will  see  indicated  in  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  considerable  quan¬ 
tities  of  vegetables,  fruits  and  other  necessary  hospital  supplies.  I  have 
also,  with  means  furnished  by  the  Chicago  Sanitary  Commission,  bought  and 
forwarded  large  quantities  of  onions  and  Potatoes.  The  demand  for  these 
esculents  has  always  been  quite  beyond  the  supply,  and  their  value  incal¬ 
culable  as  both  curatives  and  preventives  of  disease.

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Some  others  were  sent,  as  by  special  directions  of  contributors,  to  Mrs. 
Wittenmyer,  and  others  to  particular  regiments,  as  opportunities  afforded. 
Since  that  time,  With  but  few  exceptions  beyond  the  goods  furnished  the  U. 
S.  General  Hospital  at  Keokuk,  all  our  contributions  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Western  and  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commissions; — during  the  summer  of 
1862  almost  wholly  to  the  Western  Sanitary  Commission,  since  then  to  the 
U.  S.  Commission,  with  the  former  of  which  we  co-operated  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  first  year  of  our  service,  and  with  the  latter  chiefly  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  U.  S.  SANITARY  COM¬ 
MISSION. 

Our  earliest  observations  in  the  field  satisfied  us  fully  of  what  I  think  has 
subsequently  become  manifest  to  all,  that  to  maintain  separate  State  work  in 
behalf  of  our  Iowa  soldiers  was  utterly  impracticable,  and  to  attempt  it 
highly  impolitic  as  well  as  incompatible  with  the  great  principle  on  which 
our  National  Government  has  planted  itself  as  against  the  rebellion.  We 
have,  therefore,  from  the  first,  co-operated  most  cordially  with  those  General 
Commissions  which  care  alike  for  the  soldiers  of  Iowa  and  Illinois,  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  Missouri.  During  the  first  year,  as  has  already  been  indicated, 
our  relations  were  most  intimate  with  the  Western  Sanitary  Commission,  for 
the  reason  that  most  of  our  Iowa  soldiers  were  west  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
which  was  the  special  field  of  the  Western  Commission.  Besides,  during  the 
summer  of  1862  the  Northern  Line  Packet  Co.  transported  all  our  stores  to 
St.  Louis  free.  When  navigation  closed,  however,  our  communication  with 
St.  Louis  was  cut  off.  We  were  therefore  constrained  to  seek  other  channels 
of  communication.  This  led  us  to  inquire  more  fully  into  the  facilities  and 
plan  of  work  of  the  United  States  Commission,  which  satisfied  us  that  the 
National  Commission  is  in  every  respect  as  much  superior  to  every  other  as  the 
whole  country  together  is  better  than  any  part  of  it.  We  therefore  placed  our¬ 
selves  practically  in  the  relations  of  a  Branch  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mission. 

I.  The  reasons  which  led  to  the  making  of  this  arrangement,  and  which, 
in  our  opinion,  fully  justify  it,  may  be  summed  up  thus: 

1.  Our  Iowa  regiments  were  and  still  are  greatly  scattered  over  a  vast  ex¬ 
tent  of  country,  embracing  parts  of  the  States  of  Missouri,  Illinois,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Louisiana  and  Texas. 
With  our  limited  means  and  resources,  it  was  clearly  impossible  for  us,  act¬ 
ing  independently  as  a  State  organization,  to  place  Sanitary  stores  within 
the  reach  of  any  considerable  proportion  of  them. 

2.  A  large  proportion  of  the  sick  and  wounded  of  our  Iowa  soldiers  were 
in  post  and  general  hospitals,  with  their  fellow-soldiers  from  other  States. 
To  have  attempted,  by  separate  State  agencies,  to  discriminate  in  favor  of 
Iowa  soldiers,  would  have  been  unjust,  offensive  to  our  own  generous  suf¬ 
ferers,  and  was,  by  proper  hospital  regulations,  rendered  impossible. 

3.  The  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on 
nomination  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States,  and  enjoying  the 
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confidence  of  the  Government  and  official  recognition,  with  almost  exhaust¬ 
less  resources,  and  every  necessary  facility,  were  everywhere  in  the  field 
with  Sanitary  stores  at  every  important  point,  their  Medical  Inspectors  in 
every  camp  and  hospital,  and  their  various  agencies  working  efficiently  in. 
behalf  of  all  the  soldiers  of  the  Union.  To  have  withheld  co-operation 
with  them  seemed  to  us  ungenerous,  impolitic  and  in  principle  too  much  like 
that  “State  Sovereignty”  which  underlies  secession  itself. 

4.  For  reasons  that  to  him  appeared  satisfactory,  Gen.  Grant,  early  the 
past  summer,  issued  an  order  requiring  that  all  Sanitary  supplies  should  be 
forwarded  through  either  the  U.  S.  or  Western  Sanitary  Commission.  This 
order,  if  we  had  not  already  arranged  for  it,  would  have  imperatively  re¬ 
quired  us  to  co-operate  with  either  the  National  or  the  St.  Louis  Commission. 
In  such  an  event,  we  could  not  have  overlooked  the  superior  facilities  of  the 
National  Commission. 

II.  The  advantages  resulting  from  this  arrangement  are  the  following  : 

1.  We  thereby  place  ourselves  in  cordial  and  earnest  fraternity  with  all 
our  co-laborers  of  every  other  loyal  State.  There  is  a  wide  difference  between 
being  in  the  Union  and  out  of  it. 

2.  We  become  rightfully  entitled  to  a  common  interest  in  the  large  con¬ 
tributions  of  the  Eastern  and  Pacific  States.  California  alone  has  given  to 
this  object,  through  the  National  Commission,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  in  cash.  We  could  not  honorably  keep  all  our  own  to  ourselves  and  then 
expect  to  share  in  common  with  others  more  generous. 

8.  We  secure  the  free  transportation  of  all  our  goods,  the  free  use  of  all 
telegraphic  lines,  and  all  other  facilities  granted  the  National  Commission. 

4.  All  our  Surgeons  and  Chaplains  are  permitted  and  invited  to  draw  up¬ 
on  the  stores  of  the  National  Commission  at  any  time  and  place  where  a  de¬ 
pot  may  be  established,  to  supply  the  wants  of  their  sick  and  wounded. 

5.  We  are  invited  to  nominate  Inspectors  and  Agents  from  our  own  State, 
to  be  assigned  to  duty  where  Iowa  soldiers  are  in  service,  and  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  National  Commission. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  with  these  advantages,  there  cannot  be  the 
slightest  doubt  but  that,  to  say  nothing  of  a  broad,  national  spirit  and  aim, 

our  Iowa  soldiers  have  been  betier  cared  for  than  they  could  possibly  have  been  by 

* 

an  independent  and  exclusive  State  agency. 

For  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  aims,  methods  and  results  of  the 
U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  I  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  the  following 
extracts  from  a  letter  written  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Newberry,  Secretary  of  the  Western 
Department,  to  Hon.  W.  P.  Sprague,  chairman  of  the  Military  Committee  of 
the  Ohio  State  Senate,  in  answer  to  inquiries  made  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
operations  of  the  Commission,  dated  Louisville,  Ky.,  Feb.  16,  1863  : 

“  1st.  The  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission  was  authorized  and  ordered  by  the 
President,  Secretary  of  War  and  Surgeon  General,  and  by  them  it  was 
granted  certain  powers  and  privileges,  and  assigned  special  duties,  set  forth 
in  documents  Nos.  g  and  26  of  its  series  of  publications 

“  2d.  It  was,  however,  designedly  made  dependent  for  its  support  on  the 
voluntary  contributions  of  the  people.  This  support  has  been  more  and 
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more  liberal  as  the  value  and  magnitude  of  the  work  it  is  doing  has  been 
more  generally  recognized.  Since  its  organization  it  has  expended  over 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  and  has  distributed  hospital  stores 
of  the  value  of  several  millions.  At  the  present  time  more  than  three-fourths 
of  all  the  contributions  made  by  the  people  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  and 
wounded  in  the  army,  pass  through  this  channel ;  in  the  aggregate  amount¬ 
ing  to  something  over  one  thousand  dollars  in  cash  and  ten  thousand  articles 
of  clothing  and  diet,  expended  and  issued  each  day.  Of  this  aggregate, 
about  one-third  of  the  money  and  more  than  one-half  of  the  stores  are  being 
expended  and  distributed  in  the  Western  Department ;  the  remaining  two- 
thirds  being  expended  in  the  work  of  the  Central  Office  and  in  the  armies  of 
the  East.  Since  the  battles  of  Murfreesboro  and  Vicksburg,  over  4,000  pack¬ 
ages  of  hospital  stores  have  been  forwarded  to  these  points  by  the  Sanitary 
Commission.* 

“  3d.  Among  the  agencies  by  which  the  Commission  does  its  work,  may 
be  enumerated,  First,  Its  system  of  Inspection — general  and  special — for  the 
prevention  of  disease,  and  the  investigation  of  wants.  Second,  Its  system 
of  General  Relief,  for  the  production,,  transmission  and  distribution  of 
needed  supplies  not  furnished  by  Government.  Third,  Its  system  of  Special 
Relief,  for  procuring  papers,  pay,  transportation  and  pensions  for  dis¬ 
charged  soldiers  and  all  those  requiring  this  sort  of  assistance.  Fourth,  Its 
system 'of  Publication,  for  the  dissemination  of  Sanitary  knowledge,  tech¬ 
nical  or  general,  through  the  medium  of  the  press.  Fifth,  Its  Soldiers’ 
Homes.  Sixth,  Its  Hospital  Directory.  Seventh,  Its  system  of  Transpor¬ 
tation  of  sick  and  supplies  by  Sanitary  Commission  steamers  and  hospital 
cars. 

“  Although  the  limits  to  which  I  am  restricted  in  this  communication  will 
forbid  me  from  giving  you  a  full  description  of  all  the  details  of  this  some¬ 
what  complex  machinery,  the  functions  of  a  part  of  it  may  be  inferred  frcm 
my  enumeration  of  the  different  classes  of  agents  employed  by  the  Commis 
sion,  with  a  synopsis  of  their  duties  ;  and  I  will  refer  more  specifically  to  the 
more  important  parts  not  thus  described. 

“  The  agents  employed  by  the  Sanitary  Commission,  are,  First,  General 
Inspectors. — Surgeons  who  accompany  the  army,  keeping  watch  over  camps 
and  hospitals  ;  occupied  in  removing  the  causes  of  disease,  investigating  the 
condition  and  wants  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  supplementing,  when  neces¬ 
sary,  the  resources  of  the  Government  in  the  supply  of  these  wants,  and  care¬ 
fully  supervising  the  use  made  of  the  stores  furnished  by  the  people  and  dis¬ 
tributed  by  themselves  or  their  assistants.  Second,  Special  Inspectors  of 
Hospitals. — Eminent  medical  men  temporarily  employed  to  make  rounds  of 
inspection  through  all  our  military  hospitals.  Third,  Hospital  Visitors. — 
Earnest  Christian  men,  who  view  the  hospitals  in  the  light  of  humanity  and 
religion,  and  carry  relief  and  consolation  to  all  individual  cases  of  want, 
neglect  or  sorrow.  Fourth,  Storekeepers  in  charge  of  depots  of  Sanitary 
stores  which  are  located  among,  or  near,  all  important  bodies  of  troops,  de¬ 
livering,  on  requisitions  from  Surgeons,  or  our  own  distributing  agents,  sup- 


*Over  11,000  packages  at  this  date,  May  1st. 
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plies  for  the  sick,  taking  receipts  for,  and  making  record  of  all  issues. 
Fifth,  Special  Relief  Agents  engaged  in  the  distribution  of  stores,  in  pro- 
curingMischarges  and  pay,  transportation  and  pensions,  and  so  far  as  pos¬ 
sible  relieving  wants  and  suffering  wherever  they  occur.  Sixth,  Canvassing 
Agents,  exploring  the  home-field,  and  promoting  the  preparation  and  for¬ 
warding  of  supplies.  Seventh,  Office  Clerks,  keeping  up  the  accounts,  re¬ 
cords  and  correspondence  of  the  Commission  and  the  Hospital  Directory  in 
its  offices  at  Washington  and  Louisville.  Eighth,  Messengers,  who  accom¬ 
pany  shipments  of  stores  to  prevent  delays  or  losses. 

“  In  the  Western  Department,  there  are  nearly  one  hundred  of  these  agents 
constantly  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Commission,  to  say  nothing  of  all 
that  noble  band  of  women  who  are  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  forward¬ 
ing  of  stores  for  our  distribution,  and  the  earnest  and  indefatigable  corps  of 
volunteer  laborers  who  are  connected  with  our  Branch  Commissions,  at  Chi¬ 
cago,  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati,  Louisville,  &c. 

“5th.  Soldiers' Homes. — These  are  intended  to  afford  comfortable  quar¬ 
ters  to  discharged  men,  who,,  weak  and  disabled,  without  money  or  friends, 
need  such  resting  places  on  their  way  to  their  places  of  residence  ;  to  those 
taken  sick  in  transitu,  and  to  those  waiting  for  their  papers  or  their  pay. 
All  such  are  here  received,  cleansed,  fed,  clothed,  cared  for  kindly  and  well, 
saved  from  sharpers  and  helped  on  their  way.  A  number  of  homes  of  this 
kind  have  been  established  by  the  Commission  in  the  East  and  West,  and  up 

to  the  present  time  have  accommodated  over  60,000*  of  our  soldiers.  At 
least  half  of  these  have  been  entertained  at  the  Sanitary  Commission  ‘Homes’ 
in  the  West,  established  at  Cairo,  Louisville,  Nashville,  Cincinnati,  Columbus 
and  Cleveland.  Measures  are  now  being  taken  to  increase  the  number  and 
efficiency  of  these  institutions,  which  confessedly  represent  one  of  the  most 
important  branches  of  our  work. 

6th.  Hospital  Directories. — Of  these  there  are  two  established  by  the 
Sanitary  Commission,  one  at  Washington  and  the  other  at  Louisville.f  They 
are  intended  to  be  complete  registers  of  all  the  inmates  of  our  Military  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospitals.  Already  they  contain  each  over  50,000j  soldiers’names _ 

Louisville  over  65,000  ;  and  are  affording  precious  information  and  unspeak¬ 
able  comfort  to  those  who  have  friends  siok  or  wounded  in  the  army.  At 
Louisville  we  are  sometimes  called  upon  to  answer  a  hundred  or  more  inqui¬ 
ries  in  a  day,  coming  from  residents  of  all  parts  of  the  West.  We  here  re¬ 
ceive  regular  reports  from  hospitals  in  the  following  places  :

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“7th.  Hospital  and  Supply  Steames. — To  secure  the  regular  transmission 
of  stores  to  the  depots  of  the  Sanitary  Commission,  and  transport  sick  when 
desirable,  the  Sanitary  Commission  has  been  compelled  to  keep  a  steamer  in 
its  service  on  our  "Western  rivers  a  large  part  of  the  past  year.  Such  a  steamer 
has  been  chartered  by  the  commission,  and  is  now  on  her  way  to  Vicksburg 
with  more  than  one  thousand  packages  of  stores.  Gen.  Grant  has  also  by 
special  order  given  the  control  of  another  steamer  to  the  agents  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  to  be  employed  by  them  as  a  floating  depot  of  Sanitary  stores,  and 
she  is  now  in  use  for  that  purpose. 

“8th.  Hospital  Cabs — To  provide  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  hospitals 
in  the  interior  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  destined  to  the  be  removed  by  rail 
to  Louisville,  a  train  of  hospital  cars  has  been  fitted  up  and  is  now  running 
under  the  supervision  of  agents  of  the  Commission.  These  cars  are  provided 
with  comfortable  beds,  with  food,  stimulants,  medicines,  etc.,  and  are  in 
charge  of  kind  and  faithful  men.  One  aundred  sick  are  daily  transported  in 
them  with  as  little  danger  and  suffering  as  though  they  remained  in  hospital. 

“9th.  Publications. — The  Sanitary  Commission  has  now  published,  in 
addition  th  all  minor  circulars,  notices,  etc.,  nearly  one  hundred  distinct 
pamphlets,  comprising  many  millions  of  pages,  all  bearing  on  the  health  of 
the  army. 

“10th.  Special  Facilities. — Through  the  liberality  of  the  officers  of  Rail¬ 
road  and  Steamboat  lines  free  transportation  for  stores  has  been  afforded  to 
the  Commission  throughout  the  entire  West.  Within  the  limits  of  the  Military 
Departments  free  transmission  of  stores  is  universally  granted  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  by  various  Quartermasters,  and  this  privilege  has  been  further 
guaranteed  by  special  orders  from  Gen.  Rosecrans  and  Gen.  Grant — which 
orders,  however,  definitely  limit  the  favor  to  goods  forwarded  by  the  U.  S. 
Sanitary  Commission. 

“Quarters  are  also  generallyfurnished  to  the  Commission  by  the  Government, 
and  most  of  our  depots  and  officers  are  thus  provided  free  of  rent. 

“By  the  courtesy  of  their  officers  the  Commission  enjoys  the  free  use  of 
most  of  the  Telegraph  lines  in  the  country,  and  a  large  part  of  its  correspon¬ 
dence  is  franked  by  Members  of  Congress  or  other  officers  of  the  Government 
who  enjoy  this  privilege ;  by  all  of  which  favors  and  facilities  its  power  of 
doing  good  is  greatly  increased. 

“The  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission  makes  no  discrimination  between  the  sick 
and  suffering  of  the  different  regiments  or  different  States,  reckoning  all 
equally  worthy  who  have  fought  under  one  flag,  for  one  cause,  and  have 
shared  a  common  fate ;  giving  equally  of  its  bounty  and  its  care  to  all,  guided 
only  by  the  rule  that  the  most  needy  are  the  most  worthy. 

“From  its  system  of  inspection  and  distribution,  the  authority  and  favor 
which,  it  receives  from  the  government,  the  privileges  granted  to  it  by  Railroad 
Steamboat  and  Telegraph  lines,  and  indeed,  by  the  combination  of  a  great 
variety  of  influences,  the  Sanitary  Commission  is  able  to  transmit  stores  for 
the  sick  and  wounded  with  far  greater  celerity,  eertainty  and  economy,  and 
to  distribute  them  with  more  justice  and  effect,  than  any  State  or  local  organ¬ 
ization  whatever ;  and  I  would  earnestly  dissuade  the  members  of  the  honor- 
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able  body  which  you  represent,  from  permitting  the  resources  of  our  State 
to  be  employed  to  sustain  any  organization  less  catholic  in  its  spirit,  less  sys¬ 
tematic  in  its  methods,  and  less  effective  in  its  results.” 

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed  by  the  Ohio  Legislature 
April  13th,  1863  : 

“The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  having  been  requested  to  examine  into 
and  report  upon  the  manner  in  which  the  contributions  of  the  people  for  the 
comfort  of  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  have  been  sent  to  the  army,  made 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter,  with  a  view  to  see  if  any  legislation 
was  necessary  to  insure  greater  promptness  and  safety  in  the  transmission  of 
these  goods.  The  committee  report  that,  though  at  first  there  was  delay,  and 
some  loss  and  misapplication  of  articles  sent,  there  is  now  no  cause  for  attempt¬ 
ing  any  change,  the  business  being  so  well  done  by  the  Sanitary  Commission.” 

The  following  resolutions,  drawn  by  Mr.  Sprague,  were  unanimously 
adopted  : 

“ Resolved ,  That  in  the  Sanitary  Commission  we  recognize  an  institution 
eminently  qualified  to  accomplish  the  object  had  in  view  in  its  organization, 
to-wit ;  to  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Government,  supplementing  its  efforts  in 
providing  for  the  comfort  of  the  army,  by  procuring  and  transmitting  deli¬ 
cacies  and  medical  stores  for  the  sick,  clothing  and  provisions  for  the  needy, 
and  whatever  else  is  calculated  to  soothe,  to  comfort  and  to  bless ;  which 
undertakes  as  a  kind  friend  and  companion  to  follow  the  soldier  in  his  marches 
administering  to  him  in  sickness  or  health,  the  bounty  of  his  friends  or  of  a 
benevolent  public ;  cheering,  consoling  and  sustaining  him  when  the  shock  of 
battle  has  left  him  wounded  and  fainting  upon  the  field ;  as  an  angel  of  mercy 
appearing  to  remove  him  to  a  place  of  shelter  where  his  wounds  may  be 
dressed  and  remedies  applied  for  his  recovery ;  or  if  death  at  once  should 
close  his  suffering  and  existence,  to  insure  him  a  decent  and  respectful  burial ; 
if  disabled  in  battle  or  broken  in  health,  requiring  his  discharge  from  the 
service,  far  from  friends  and  destitute  of  means,  which  volunteers  to  furnish 
him  advice  and  assistance,  and  to  provide  him  in  the  Soldiers’  Home,  a  resting 
place  until  he  can  be  safely  conveyed  to  his  family  and  friends.  We  can  but 
admire  the  humane  and  generous  spirit  which  prompted  and  sustained  this 
movement  and  deem  it  proper  to  extend  to  all  who  co-operate  in  this  noble 
undertaking  the  well-earned  tribute  of  tbe  thanks  of  this  General  Assembly 
for  the  zeal,  energy  and  good  results  which  have  attended  it  prosecution  in 
the  past,  and  most  cordially  commend  it  to  the  kind  consideration  and  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  public,  in  the  hope  that  its  good  fruits  in  the  future  may  be  even 
more  abundant. 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  this  pre¬ 
amble  and  resolutions  to  the  several  Soldiers’  Aid  Societies  and  Branches  of 
the  Sanitary  Commission  in  this  State.” 

Innumerable  testimonials  to  the  faithfulness,  efficiency  and  success  of  the 
U.  S.  Commission  have  been  freely  volunteered  and  published.  I  append  one 
or  two  as  examples  : 

TESTIMONIAL  OF  MAJ.  GEN.  ROSECRANS. 

“Head-Quarters  Department  op  the  Cumberland, 

Murfreesboro',  Feb.  2,  1863. 

“The  General  Commanding  presents  his  warmest  acknowledgements  to  the 
friends  of  the  soldiers  of  this  army,  whose  generous  sympathy  with  the  suf¬ 
fering  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  has  induced  them  to  send  for  their  comfort 
numerous  Sanitary  supplies,  which  are  continually  arriving  by  the  hands  of 
individuals  and  charitable  societies.  While  he  highly  appreciates  and  does 
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not  undervalue  the  charities  which  have  been  lavished  on  this  Army,  experi¬ 
ence  has  demonstrated  the  importance  of  system  and  impartiality,  as  well  as 
judgment  and  economy,  in  the  forwarding  and  distributing  of  these  supplies. 

“In  all  these  respects  the  United  States  Sanitary  Commission  stands  unri¬ 
valled.  Its  organization,  experience,  and  large  facilities  for  the  work,  are 
such  that  the  General  does  not  hesitate  to  recommend,  in  the  most  urgent 
manner,  all  those  who  desire  to  send  Sanitary  supplies,  to  confide  them  to  the 
care  of  this  Commission.  They  will  thus  insure  the  supplies  reaching  their 
destination  without  wastage  or  expense  of  agents  or  transportation,  and  their 
being  distributed  in  a  judicious  manner,  without  disorder  or  interference  with 
the  regulations  or  usages  of  the  service.  This  Commission  acts  in  full  con¬ 
cert  with  the  medical  department  of  the  army,  and  enjoys  its  confidence.  It 
is  thus  enabled  with  few  agents  to  do  a  large  amount  of  good,  at  the  proper 
time  and  in  the  proper  way.  Since  the  battle  of  Stone’s  River  it  has  distrib¬ 
uted  a  surprisingly  large  amount  of  clothing,  lint,  bandages  and  bedding,  as 
well  as  milk,  concentrated  beef,  fruit,  and  other  sanitary  stores  essential  to 
the  recovery  of  the  sick  and  wounded.  W.  S.  ROSECRAXS,

LETTER  OF  COL.  MOODY. 

“Murfreesboro’,  Texx.,  Feb.  5,  i860. 


“ Inspector  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission  : 

“Sir  : — I  desire  to  express  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  generous  and  pa¬ 
triotic  donors  sustaining  the  Sanitary  Commission,  my  high  appreciation  of 
the  works  of  love  in  which  they  are  engaged.  As  I  have  visited  the  various 
hospitals  in  this  place,  and  looked  upon  the  pale  faces  of  the  sufferers,  and 
marked  the  failing  strength  of  many  a  manly  form,  I  have  rejoiced  in  spirit, 
as  I  have  seen  your  benevolence  embodied  in  substantial  forms  of  food,  deli¬ 
cacies,  and  clothing,  judiciously  and  systematically  distributed  by  those  who 
are  officially  connected  with  the  army. 

“If  the  donors  could  only  know  how  much  good  their  gifts  have  done,  and 
could  but  hear  the  blessings  invoked  upon  their  unknown  friends  by  the  suf¬ 
fering  ones,  they  would  more  fully  realize  the  divine  proverb,  ‘It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.’ 

“We  would  advise  all  who  wish  to  extend  the  hand  of  their  charity  so  as  to 
reach  the  suffering  officers  and  soldiers,  who  have  stood  ‘between  their  loved 
homes  and  foul  war’s  desolation,’  to  commit  their  offerings  to  the  custody  of 
‘the  United  States  Sanitary  Commission,’  an  organization  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  Surgeon  General,  having  the  confidence  of  the  entire 
army,  and  affording  a  direct  and  expeditious  medium  of  communication  with 
the  several  divisions  of  the  army,  free  of  expense  to  the  donors,  and  entirely 
reliable  in  its  character.  It  is  also  worthy  of  special  note,  that  the  goods  en¬ 
trusted  to  the  Commission  are  distributed  to  those  who  are  actually  sick  or 
convalescent,  and  this  is  done  under  the  security  of  the  most  responsible 
persons  in  its  employ,  and  through  regularly  established  official  agencies  in 
the  army.  If  the  patriotic  donors  of  the  several  States  would  direct  their 
contributions  into  this  channel,  it  would  save  much  expense  of  agencies,  blend 
the  sympathies  of  the  Union  men  of  several  States,  and  prevent  unpatriotic 
distinctions  among  the  patients  in  the  hospitals,  who  are  from  every  regiment, 
from  every  State.  Side  by  side  they  fought  and  were  wounded,  and  side  by 
side  they  suffer  in  the  hospitals — and  the  Commission,  through  appropriate 
agencies,  extends  its  aid  alike  to  the  sons  of  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  Ohio 
and  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Tennessee,  Michigan  and  Missouri,  thus  giving 
prominence  to  our  cherished  national  motto — ‘We  are  many  in  one.’  As  an 
illustration,  the  other  day  an  agent  of  a  Wisconsin  society  came  to  a  hospital 
with  sanitary  goeds  for  Wisconsin  soldiers,  and  went  along  the  wards  making 
careful  discrimination  in  behalf  of  Wisconsin  soldiers,  but  soon  saw  that  it 
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was  an  ungracious  task,  and  handed  over  his  goods  to  the  United  States  Sani¬ 
tary  Commission.  Learning  this,  one  of  the  Wisconsin  soldiers  said  :  ‘I  am 
glad  of  that,  for  it  made  me  feel  so  bad,  when  my  friends  gave  me  those 
good  things  the  other  day,  and  passed  by  that  Illinois  boy  on  the  next  bed 
there,  who  needed  them  just  as  much  as  I  did  ;  but  I  made  it  square,  for  I 
divided  what  I  got  with  him.7  Brave,  noble  fellow,  his  was  the  true  spirit  of 
a  soldier  of  the  United  States.  We  have  a  common  country,  language,  religion, 
interest  aud  destiny ;  and  we  should  closely  weave  the  web  of  our  unity,  so 
that  the  genius  of  liberty  may,  like  Him  ‘who  went  about  doing  good,7  wear 
a  ‘seamless  garment.’  We  believe  in  the  constitutional  rights  of  States,  but 
most  emphatically  believe  in  our  glorious  nationality,  which,  like  the  sun 
amidst  the  stars,  has  a  surpassing  glory  and  is  of  infinitely  greater  importance, 
and  should  be  cherished  in  every  appropriate  form  of  development.

The  following  testimonial  from  soldiers  in  Murfreesboro’  Hospitals  to  U.  S. 
Sanitary  Commission  has  the  names  of  over  700  private  Soldiers  appended: 

“We  the  undersigned,  sick  and  wounded  federal  soldiers  in  hospital,  hereby 
testifiy  that  we  have  individually  received  from  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commis¬ 
sion,  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  dressings,  food,  fruit,  delicacies,  &c.,  and 
that  the  same  have  contributed  to  our  health  and  comfort,  and  that  the  state¬ 
ments  that  the  Sanitary  stores  are  all  consumed  by  officers  and  hospital  offi¬ 
cials  and  do  not  reach  the  soldiers  at  all,  are  untrue.” 

These  testimonials  could  be  multiplied  to  an  indefinite  extent,  coming  from 
officers  and  privates  in  all  parts  of  the  field.  I  insert  the  foregoing  because 
reports  to  the  contrary  have  been  widely  circulated,  and  have  done  incalcula¬ 
ble  injury  to  this  great  work  of  charity.  I  have  carefully  inquired  into  many 
of  these  unfavorable  reports,  and  have  not  met  a  single  case  that  has  not  fur¬ 
nished  its  own  explanation,  as  that: 

3.  The  sick  soldier  has  remained  in  his  company  quarters. 

2.  Or  has  been  in  Regimental  Hospital,  and  the  Surgeon  has  neglected  to 
draw  for  its  supply  or  has  been  remote  from  Sanitary  depots. 

3.  Or  he  has  been  fed  and  clothed  at  least  in  part  out  of  the  stores  of  the 
commission  while  he  has  himself  supposed  that  all  he  had  received,  had  been 
furnished  by  the  government.  Such  examples  are  quite  numerous. 

4.  Or  the  supply  of  Sanitary  Stores  at  the  Depots  of  the  Commission  great 
as  they  are  have  fallen  short  of  the  demand.  The  necessity  for  a  judicious 
economy  has  always  and  everywhere  been  apparent.  In  my  personal  visits 
to  the  field  I  have  found  numerous  examples  of  all  these,  and  have  met  with 
them  among  returned  Soldiers  in  our  own  State. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  common  statement  that  “Officers  and  Surgeons  con¬ 
sume  all  the  delicacies.”  I  have  to  say  to  their  credit,  that  with  some  care¬ 
ful  observation  and  inquiry  I  have  never  yet  been  able  to  find  a  single  case 
in  which  it  was  true  ;  but  I  have  found  instances  in  which,  with  their  own 
money  they  have  bought  delicacies  and  comforts  for  their  sick  and  wounded^ 
when  from  a  lack  of  a  sufficient  supply  they  could  not  be  obtained  in  suf¬ 
ficient  quantities  from  the  Commission.  I  have  found  no  disposition  on  the 
part  of  any  Officer  or  Surgeon  in  the  Army  to  practice  such  selfish  villainy, 
and  if  such  disposition  existed  in  any  case  the  arrangements  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  are  such  as  to  almost  preclude  the  possibility  of  indulging  it  without 
detection. 
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As  a  general  summary  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the  Commission  I 
have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  the  opinion  expressed  by  your  excellency  on 
your  return  from  Vicksburg  last  spring  is  correct,  viz  :  that  “ The  Sanitary 
is  the  best  managed  department  in  the  entire  Army .” 

In  the  prosecution  of  our  work  in  the  state,  we  have  from  an  early  day 
been  favored  with  gratifying  assurances  of  public  confidence  and  favor.  With 
a  view  to  enlist  the  people  still  more  generally  in  this  noble  work,  on  the  first 
of  May,  1862,  we  issued  a  call  for  a  Soldiers’  Relief  Convention,  to  assemble 
in  the  City  of  Daveuport  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month  in  conjunction  with 
the  Sanitary  Commission.  There  was  at  that  time  but  little  general  interest 
among  the  people  cf  the  State,  on  the  subject,  and  although  the  call  was  free¬ 
ly  distributed  in  circular  form  and  published  in  the  papers  of  the  State,  the 
attendance  was  but  small.  Representatives  were,  however  present  from  the 
counties  of  Des  Moines,  Louisa,  Scott,  Clinton,  Dubuque,  Jackson  and  Dela¬ 
ware.  To  that  Convention  I  made  a  full  report,  as  did  also  the  Treasurer. 
Desiring  that  the  people  should  be  more  directly  concerned  in  managing  the 
affairs  of  the  commission,  I  also  requested  the  Convention  to  nominate  or  elect 
an  Executive  Committee  w'ho  should  have  entire  control  of  the  business  of  the 
Commission,  but  this  the  convention  declined  and  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  resolutions  : 

“Resolved,  That  this  Convention  has  learned  with  great  pleasure  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  efforts  of  the  State  Sanitary  Commission  in  its  special  department  of 
labor,  in  supplying  the  wants  of  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  and  that 
they  regard  it  and  its  labors  as  indispensible  in  this  work  :  that  they  have  the 
fullest  confidence  in  its  plans  and  operations,  and  earnestly  reccommend  the 
various  Soldiers’  Relief  Societies  to  assist  and  facilitate  its  operation. 

‘•Resolved,  That  this  Convention  has  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  integrity? 
patriotism  and  efficiency  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  and  we  respectfully 
recommend  that  our  State  Sanitary  Commission  co-operate  .with  the  same,  as 
far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  objects  by  them  contemplated.” 

Before  its  adjournment  the  Convention  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of 
Rev.  R.  W.  Keeler,  of  Dubuque,  Hon.  H.  Price,  of  Scott,  and  Dr.  John  Cleaves, 
of  Louisa,  to  prepare  and  publish  an  “Address  to  the  people  of  Iowa,”  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  convention.  In  this  address  the  committee  say : 

“In  order  to  facilitate  the  raising  and  distribution  of  hospital  stores,  and 
procuring  nurses  and  medical  assistance,  the  Governor  has  established  a  State 
Sanitary  Commission.  Through  the  labors  of  this  Commission,  many  Ladies’ 
Aid  Societies  have  been  organized  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  which  have 
furnished  and  distributed  through  this  channel  up  to  this  time,  |18,600  worth 
of  hospital  stores.  Several  Societies  have  labored,  and  are  still  laboring, 
independently  of  this  Commission,  as  for  instance  those  located  at  Keokuk, 
Dubuque  and  Davenport ;  and  while  they  have  done  much  to  relieve  our  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers,  it  is  evident  that  they  have  labored  under  disadvantages 
to  which  they  would  not  have  been  subjected,  had  they  operated  in  connection 
with  this  regularly  authorized  State  Commission. 

“We  earnestly  recommend  that  in  every  town  and  community  local  societies 
be  formed,  and  thus  acting  together  through  the  Iowa  Sanitary  Commission 
we  may  accomplish  all  that  is  required  under  the  circumstances,” 

Being  thus  cordially  approved  we  proceeded  with  our  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  purposes  we  had  already  adopted.  The  following  extracts 
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from  Circular  No.  2,  published  March  18th,  1862,  and  repeated  in  almost 
every  Circular  since,  will  indicate  what  those  plans  and  purposes  were: 

“ From  the  Iowa  Sanitary  Commission  to  the  several  Soldiers’  Aid  Societies 

throughout  the  State . 

Our  common  object  is  the  relief  and  comfort  of  our  sick  and  wounded 
Soldiers.  To  our  success  in  this  there  is  obviously  nothing  of  greater  import¬ 
ance  than  concerted  united  action.  We  have  sought, 

1.  To  procure  the  organization  of  the  Soldiers  Aid  Societies  auxiliary  to  the 
State  Sanitary  Commission,  and  the  co-operation  of  those  already  organized 
throughout  the  State,  to  the  end  that  ample  supplies  of  all  things  necessary 
for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  our  sick  and  wounded  may  be  furnished. 

2.  To  procure  and  be  constantly  furnished  with  the  latest  and  most  reliable 
information  as  to  the  locality  and  condition  of  our  several  Iowa  Regiments. 

3.  To  furnish  all  the  Aid  Societies  in  the  State  with  such  information  in  our 
possession,  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  and  to  convey  with  safety 
and  dispatch  their  contributions  to  those  for  whom  they  are  intended,  or,  if 
left  to  our  discretion,  to  those  most  in  need. 

Our  efficiency  has  been  hitherto  somewhat  impaired  by  the  fact  that  our 
offices  have  been  in  different  localities  :  the  President  at  Keokuk,  the,Secretary 
at  Lyons,  and  the  Cor.  Secretary  and  Agent,  and  the  Treasurer  at  Davenport. 
To  obviate  this  difficulty  we  have  just  completed  arrangements  for  having  one 
central  office  at  Davenport,  where  all  our  books  and  papers  will  be  kept,  and 
•through  which  all  the  business  of  the  Commission  will  be  transacted. 

We  desire  to  combine  the  energies  of  all  the  Soldiers’  Aid  Societies  in  the 
State,  and  to  preserve  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  all  that  is  done  by  each, 
and  to  prevent  any  contributions  from  being  lost.  We  therefore  earnestly  so¬ 
licit  each  and  every  Society  to  send  us  immediately  :  1.  The  name  of  the 

Society,  date  of  organization,  and  a  list  of  the  officers  thereof.  2.  A  list  of  the 
articles  heretofore  furnished,  their  probable  value,  to  whom  directed,  when 
and  Iioav  forwarded,  and  whether  received.  3.  Hereafter  direct  all  boxes  and 
packages  to  “Iowa  Sanitary  Commission,”  care  of  F.  F.  Elmendorf,  McGregor, 
or  Wm.  E.  Wellington,  Dubuque,  Wm.  H.  Lunt,  Clinton,  or  R.  M.  Prettyman, 
Davenport,  or  C.  Marble,  Burlington,  or  Chittenden  &  McGavie,  Keokuk,  or 
Soldiers’  Aid  Society,  Council  Bluffs,  as  may  be  most  convenient.  In  all  cases 
send  list  of  contents  to  our  office  at  Davenport  and  freight  bill  by  mail  to  the  agent 
to  whose  care  the  goods  may  be  consigned.  Mark  on  each  box  the  number  thereof 
and  the  name  of  the  Society  sending  it.  Cash  will  be  sent  by  mail  to  11.  Price,  Esq., 
Davenport ,  Iowa.

Our  arrangement  has  been  to  ship  the  goods,  consigned  to  our  care,  to 
Chicago,  thence  they  are  shipped  by  rail  to  Cairo,  Ill,,  thence  by  U.  S.  Sanitary 
Steamer  to  the  various  depots  below.  As  all  the  Railroads  in  Iowa  and  Illinois 
carry  our  goods  and  those  of  the  TJ.  S.  Sanitary  Commission  free,  and  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Boat  is  detailed  for  Sanitary  use  by  the  Government,  no  charges  accumu- 
lateon  the  goods  committed  to  our  care,  and  the  closing  of  the  river  does  not  close 
the  channels  of  our  communication 

If  all  the  Aid  Societies  in  the  State  had,  as  your  Excellency  was  pleased  to 
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recommend  in  your  original  letter  of  appointment,  placed  themselves  in  auxil¬ 
iary  relations  with  us,  and  had  accepted  our  facilities,  and  constantly  followed 
our  directions,  as  was  done  in  the  comparatively  few  cases,  hereinbefore  re¬ 
ported,  all  confusion  would  have  been  avoided,  and  we  should  have  been  able 
to  furnish  a  complete  exhibit  of  all  the  Sanitary  work  in  the  State. 

Our  constant  and  single  object  has  been  that  set  forth  in  our  Circular  above 
quoted,  “The  Relief  and  Comfort  of  our  Sick  and  Wounded  Soldiers.’’ 
That  this  end  might  be  secured  in  the  largest  possible  degree  we  have 
constantly  sought  to  procure,  “Concerted  United  Action.'’’  Through  and  by 
our  cordial  co-operation,  first  with  the  Western  and  then  with  U.  S.  Com¬ 
missions,  we  have  not  wholly  failed  in  our  ultimate  aim.  We  are  gratified 
with  the  remembrance  of  the  fact  that  we  have  had  a  part,  though  little  and 
humble,  in  the  great  and  good  work  of  these  general  commissions,  to  which 
we  know  our  noble  soldiers  who  have  been  sufferers  in  Hospital  and  Camp, 
acknowledge  themselves  more  indebted  than  to  all  other  charitable  agencies 
besides.  And  in  so  far  as  we  have  failed  to  secure  unity  in  our  own  State  we 
confidently  submit  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  people  of  the  State,  that  it 
has  been  owing  to  no  internal  difficulty  with  our  arrangments  or  plans  of 
work.  We  ask  every  body,  has  there*  been  one  dollar  of  money  or  a  single 
article  of  goods  ever  committed  to  our  care  according  to  our  directions  that 
has  not  been  satisfactorily  accounted  for  ?  Is  there  a  single  feature  in  any  of 
our  arrangements  or  plans  to  which  any  well  informed  person  has  ever  taken 
exceptions  ?  If  so  we  have  not  been  made  aware  of  it. 

It  is  well  understood  that  every  voluntary  association,  such  as  each  Aid 
Society  has  been,  has  a  right  to  manage  its  own  affairs  in  its  own  way,  and  if 
they  make  voluntary  contributions  they  have  an  unquestioned  right  to  direct 

what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  them.  If  under  these  circumstances  influ¬ 
ences  be  exerted  upon  a  number  of  such  by  different  parties,  appeals  come  to 
them  from  different  directions,  confusion  and  distraction  is  the  unavoidable 
result.  This  from  the  first  we  earnestly  desired  to  avoid,  and  have  labored 
to  remove,  and  when  a  movement  was  inaugurated  to  call  a  convention  in 
which  all  these  Aid  Societies  should  he  represented ,  it  being  under  auspices  that 
gave  promise  of  success,  we  thought  we  saw  therein  the  only  method  of  se¬ 
curing  unity  in  the  State.  We  therefore  cordially  and  earnestly  co-operated 
in  the  movement,  and  announced  to  the  convention  when  assembled  at  Des 
Moines,  Nov.  18th,  our  purpose  to  transfer  our  business  into  the  hands  of  the 
organization  that  might  be  there  effected  and  present  to  you  our  resignation  ; 
a  purpose  which  has  been  subsequently  most  pleasantly  consummated.  With 
the  action  of  that  convention  we  were  more  than  gratified,  and  to  the  “Iowa 
Sanitary  Commission”  by  them  appointed  we  most  cheerfully  commend  the 
interests  that  for  more  than  two  years  past — a  period  quite  beyond  that  which 
it  had  been  generally  hoped  would  limit  the  necessity  for  Sanitary  labor,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  continuance  of  the  War — have  so  largely  absorbed  our  atten¬ 
tion  and  time.  We  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  earnest  hope  that  the 
several  Aid  Societies  in  the  State  will  find  in  the  new  commission  the  centre 
and  bond  of  that  unity  which  is  so  essential  to  the  successful  performance  of 
the  great  and  good  work  in  which  they  are  severally  engaged,  and  that  all 
the  Sanitary  Commissions  in  the  country  may  be  with  the  union  of  states, 
“One  and  inseperable,  now  and  forever.”

TREASURER’S  REPORT.
